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Life  Is  Beautiful:  The  Humor  in  Dire  Situations

"Life  is  Beautiful"  is  an 
Italian  film  starring  Roberto 
Benigni  (also  the  film’s  director 
and  writer)  as  Guido  Orefice, 
Nicoletta  Braschi  (Benigni ’s  real 
life  wife)  as  his  wife  Dora,  and 
their  son  is  played  by  Giorgio 
Cantarini.  “La  Vita  e  Bella,”  as 
it's  title  is  in  Italian  and  released 
in  1998,  is  about  a  father's  ability 
to  shield  his  son  from  the  horrors 
ofWorldWarll. 

Guido  amuses  everyone 
he  meets  with  comedic  acts  of 
chivalry  and  humility  throughout 
the  first  half  of  the  movie.  He  is 
quite  an  easy  character  to  become 
attached  to  as  he  genuinely  cares 
for  his  family  and  adds  humor 
to  their  lives.  He  is  an  unselfish 
person  who  does  everything  he 
can  to  care  for  his  family  in  the 
circumstances  surrounding  them. 

This  film  is  spoken  entirely 
in  Italian,  but  it  has  English 
subtitles.  If  after  reading  this 
review,  you  decide  that  you  would 
like  to  watch  this  film  but  do  not 
have  the  patience  to  read  subtitles, 
be  sure  to  find  the  English  dubbed 
version.  Dubbs  are  humorous  in 


their  own  right,  but  you  will  lose 
some  of  the  natural  humor  this 
film  offers  if  you  subject  yourself 
to  the  dubbed  version.  Nothing  is 
more  poetic  than  hearing  a  film  in 
its  original  language,  especially 
when  it  comes  to  Guido  calling 
his  wife  "princess.” 

“Life  is  Beautiful”  begins  as 
a  happy,  comedy  that  turns  into  a 
melancholic,  yet  uplifting  story 
that  will  bring  tears  to  your  eyes. 
As  a  foreign  film,  some  may  find 


it  a  bit  confusing  in  how  it  is  set 
up  in  the  beginning,  but  I  do  not 
think  that  it  is  too  terrible. 

This  is  set  in  the  1930s  in 
Italy  when  the  Germans  begin 
taking  the  Jews  away  to  a  Nazi 
concentration  camp.  The  accuracy 
of  events  is  a  bit  off,  but  overall 
the  concept  behind  the  story  is 
what  really  matters.  If  you  are  a 
history  buff,  you  may  have  a  few 
bones  to  pick  with  the  details, 
because  of  the  inaccuracies,  but 


the  story  still  gets  across  the  way 
it  should. 

As  far  as  continuity  errors  in 
the  film,  here  are  a  few  you  may 
want  to  look  for  when  you  watch 
the  movie  again.  As  mentioned 
before,  Benigni  and  Braschi  are 
married  in  real  life,  and  during 
the  movie  there  is  a  moment  that 
Dora  refers  to  Guido  as  Roberto. 
There  is  even  a  moment  when 
Benigni  is  mouthing  lines  to  his 
character’s  son  as  the  boy  speaks 
them.  There  were  also  other  goofs 
in  the  film,  if  you  want  to  check 
them  out,  go  to  www.imdb.com. 

Once  I  saw  this  movie,  I 
immediately  fell  in  love  with  it. 

I  am  not  completely  sure  what 
it  is  that  makes  it  so  good,  I  just 
know  that  it  is  a  great  movie  and  I 
will  continue  to  watch  it  over  and 
over  again.  I  truly  believe  that  this 
movie  is  a  must  see.

WTro  doesn’t  love  the  90s? 
Between  Power  Rangers,  boy 
bands  and  the  height  of  Quentin 
Tarantino’s  career,  it  was  certainly 
a  decade  to  remember.  However, 
most  people  remember  music 
from  this  decade  as  not  much 
more  than  the  one-hit  wonders 
of  the  Alternative  Rock  scene 
(Semisonic’s  “Closing  Time,” 
anyone?),  which  is  a  real  shame. 

Today’s  modem  rock  scene 
owes  much  of  its  beginnings  to 
bands  that  came  about  in  the  90s; 
everyone  from  Botch  to  Sunny 
Day  Real  Estate  to  Green  Day 
helped  to  pave  the  way  for  many 
indie  rock  bands  of  today. 

However,  one  of  the  very 
first  underground  bands  of  the  90s 
that  aided  in  forging  this  new  era 
of  music  have  almost  completely 
faded  away  into  obscurity,  despite 
their  track  record  of  excellent 
albums.  Shudder  to  Think’s  most 
famous  best  album  is  1994’s  Pony 
Express.  In  fact,  in  1 999  Pitchfork 
Media  named  Pony  Express 
Record  the  29th  best  album  of  the 
90s. 

For  the  early  part  of  Shudder 
to  Think’s  career,  they  were 


signed  to  indie  label 
Dischord.  However, 
they  grew  in  popularity 
following  their  1992 
album  Get  Your  Goat,  with 
opening  slots  on  tours  with 
bands  like  emo-pioneers 
Fugazi  and  the  Smashing 
Pumpkins.  This  led  to  the 
band  being  signed  to  Epic 
Records,  and  marking 
Pony  Express  Record 
as  their  first  major  label 
release.  Though  the  band 
replaced  their  guitarist  and 
drummer  just  before  the 
recording  of  Pony  Express, 
it  certainly  did  not  hinder  them  at 
all  in  the  studio. 

Immediately  upon  playing 
the  album,  you  know  that  you 
are  in  for  something  completely 
different.  The  first  track  (and  first 
single)  “Hit  Liquor”  starts  with  a 
quick  snare  hit  and  immediately 
we  are  greeted  with  erunching 
guitars  and  Wedren’s  distinct  and 
powerful  vocals.  Certainly  not 
your  conventional  rock  song  it 
nevertheless  sets  the  tone  for  an 
album  that  is  anything  but  normal. 

The  next  song  is  the  more 
accessible  “Gang  of  $,”  which 
has  Wedren  singing  about  how 


his  mouth  is  a  “cold  sore  display 
case,”  which  can  put  some  people 
off,  but  it  is  ultimately  a  very 
catchy  tune. 

The  album  continues  in  this 
manner,  with  the  band  mixing  a 
variety  of  styles,  everything  from 
jazz  to  glam  rock  to  post-punk  to 
folk  to  metal  with  their  traditional 
post-hardcore  sound  to  create  an 
experience  unlike  many  other. 

Today,  you  can  see  the  band’s 
influence  in  modem  acts  like 
Coheed  and  Cambria,  The  Mars 
Volta,  and  Tool. 

Among  the  best  songs  are  “9 
Fingers  On  You,”  a  deliberately 
sexual,  yet  very  punk  rock  track. 
The  highlight  of  the 
album  comes  right 
in  the  middle  of  the 
13-track  disc,  with  the 
song  “X-French  Tee 
Shirt,”  which  some 
may  know  beeause 
it  was  eovered  by 
Alternative  Rock  poster 
boys  Incubus.  The  song 
goes  from  seemingly 
traditional  pop  to 
distorted  math  rock  in 
a  manner  of  seconds, 
but  always  keeps 
the  listener  hooked. 
Following  that  is  “No 
Rm.  9,  Kentucky,” 
which  begins  as  an 
acoustic  number  before 


progressing  into  a  full  band 
arrangement,  without  ever  losing 
its  sincerity.  The  album  then  ends 
with“Full  Body  Armor,”  a  short, 
slow,  and  hauntingly  beautiful 
song.  However,  the  album  is  one 
that  should  be  listened  to  as  a 
whole,  because  there  is  no  better 
way  to  get  a  feel  for  its  unique 
blend  of  different  styles,  which  is 
really  what  makes  it  so  great. 

Today  the  band  has  broken 
up,  with  Wedren  writing  songs 
for  many  movies  and  television 
shows,  his  most  notable  work 
being  the  theme  song  to  the  show 
Reno  911,  and  one  of  the  songs 
for  the  movie  School  of  Rock. 
Recently,  Wedren  and  Pony 
Express  guitarist  Nathan  Larson 
reunited  for  the  Barack  Rock 
event  in  support  of  presidential 
candidate  Barack  Obama.  They 
then  went  on  a  small  headlining 
tour  through  2008,  with  no 
official  plans  to  record.  However, 
new  music  or  not,  the  guys  in 
Shudder  To  Think  will  always  be 
able  to  look  back  on  an  excellent 
career,  and  can  be  proud  of  the 
fact  that  they  created  one  of  the 
most  challenging,  yet  beautiful 
albums  of  all  time.  Anyone  who  is 
a  fan  of  contemporary  Alternative 
rock  should  check  out  Pony 
Express,  because  many  of  today’s 
bands  owe  a  great  debt  to  Shudder 
To  Think.

Codex  Alera 
Series  Promises 
Enjoyment

If  you  have  ever  read  series 
or  seen  the  TV  show  on  Sci-fi, 

The  Dresden  Files,  then  you  are 
most  likely  already  a  fan  of  Jim 
Butcher.  If  you  are  like  me,  you 
find  the  year  long  wait  between 
books  unbearable,  which  is  why  I 
was  delighted  to  find  that  he  has 
started  another  series. 

At  first  1  was  rather  hesitant: 
sometimes  different  series  from 
an  author  are  a  bust  (i.e.  Charline 
Harris).  This  new  series,  however, 
more  than  lived  up  to  my  rather 
low  expectations.  Since  I  pieked 
up  the  first  book  in  the  Codex 
Alera  series.  The  Furies  of 
Caulderon,  I  have  been  waiting 
impatiently  for  each  new  book 
and  sadder  than  I  was  at  the  end 
of  the  Harry  Potter  series  to  know 
that  the  next  book  in  the  Codex 
Alera  will  be  the  last. 

The  Furies  of  Caulderon 
focuses  mainly  on  the  main 
characters  that  are  either  trying 
to  find  those  who  are  rebelling 
against  the  crown  or  trying  to 
stop  the  invading  hordes  of  the 
barbarians.  For  the  most  part  the 
story  is  told  through  the  teenager 
Tavi’s  point  of  view,  with  smaller 
portions  of  the  book  being  told 
through  a  cast  of  other  major 
eharacters,  both  good  and  bad. 

Set  in  a  alternate  reality  in  a 
place  with  a  Romanesque  society 
(Butcher  is  fairly  accurate  with 
his  information  and  knowledge 
of  the  Roman  Empire,  and  1  find 
the  details  he  gives  in  regards  to 
his  made  up  empire  fascinating. 
The  history  major  in  me  got 
really  excited  when  I  was  reading 
his  descriptions  of  the  land 
this  was  set  in.)  and  filled  with 
humor,  adventure,  action,  and  a 
little  horror  and  romance,  it  is  a 
compelling  read. 

I  will  admit  that  the  story 
does  start  out  a  little  slow,  and 
that  Butcher  does  give  extraneous 
details.  However,  these  details 
form  a  beautiful  tapestry  that  is 
the  backdrop  for  this  epic  series, 
and  fortunately,  he  does  not  feel 
the  need  to  recap  in  each  of  the 
successive  books  in  the  series. 
Some  of  the  characters  are  also 
hard  to  follow.  Butcher  seems  to 
enjoy  ending  chapters  in  cliff- 
hangers  and  then  taking  off  in 
the  next  chapter  with  character 
who  is  not  involved  with  the 
previous  chapter  at  all.  It  does 
become  rather  frustrating,  but  in 
the  end,  it  is  worth  it,  especially 
seeing  as  the  narrative  in  his  later 
books  becomes  more  and  more 
compelling,  and  the  characters 
which  have  annoyed  you 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  series 
become  interesting. 

People  who  enjoy  the  first 
book  will  be  glad  to  know  that 
there  are  four  more  books  to  read 
when  you  are  done  with  Furies 
of  Cauldron,  and  the  sixth  and 
final  book  should  be  coming  out 
sometime  in  the  next  year.  Despite 
its  slow  start,  and  attention  to 
detail,  the  humor  and  action  suck 
you  in,  as  do  the  cliff-hangers.  I 
strongly  recommend  it  to  anybody 
with  time  on  their  hands  and  jones 
for  a  really  good  book.

With  the  advent  of  spring  on 
campus,  here  are  some  random 
thoughts  about  life  at  SJC. 

First,  the  increase  in 
temperatures  outside  seems  to 
correlate  with  students  skipping 
classes.  I  decided  I  wanted  to 
know  exactly  how  much  each 
class  costs  through  tuition. 
Assuming  you  are  a  full-time 
student,  with  a  MWF  class  you 
pay  $63.89  for  12-credit  hours 
and  $42.59  for  18-credit  hours.

Despite  my  groaning  at  6:30  AM 
practices  four  days  a  week  all 
semester  up  until  spring  break,  I 
love  being  in  season.  The  balance 
of  athletics  and  academics  has 
been  what  1  have  known  for  1 3 
straight  years  now.  It  seems  that 
most  of  us  here  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
currently  play  sports  and/or 
played  in  high  school. 

The  one  thing  that  has  always 
irked  me  about  intercollegiate 
athletics  is  the  term  student- 
athlete.  I  have  played  tennis  here 
all  four  years  I  have  been  here, 
and  I  can  testify  that  1  am  not  and 
have  never  been  just  an  athlete.  1 
am  a  student-athlete.  Whenever  I 
try  to  describe  what  athletics  I  am 
involved  in,  1  say  I  play  college 
tennis.  I’m  sure  you’ve  heard 
the  new  tag  line  for  the  NCAA: 
“There  are  360,000  NCAA 
student-athletes,  and  just  about 
all  of  us  will  go  pro  in  something 


other  than  sports.”  Feel  free 
to  call  NBA,  MLB,  NHL,  and 
NFL  professionals  athletes,  but 
please  don't  call  student-athletes 
athletes.  Otherwise,  why  do  we 
even  do  the  academic  side  of 
college  if  we  don’t  acknowledge 
it  in  those  who  compete  on  the 
field? 

One  last  note  in  following  up 
on  my  previous  article  regarding 
the  cost  of  meals.  The  numbers 
I  printed  regarding  the  cost 
per  meal  per  meal  plan  were 
inaccurate.  Sodexho  does  not 
directly  charge  students  for  board. 
Instead,  SJC  charges  students, 
and  of  that  amount.  Saint 
Joseph’s  gives  a  certain  amount 
to  Sodexho.  I  am  in  the  process  of 
finding  out  what  amount  is  given 
to  Sodexho,  as  that  information 
was  not  provided  by  Sodexho. 

Instead,  I  would  like  to  point 
out  the  disparity  between  the  meal 
plans.  On  meal  plan  A  for  this 
semester,  there  are  approximately 
295  meals  a  student  can  swipe 
with  $25  in  the  HUB.  In  order 
to  get  an  additional  $50  in  the 
HUB  for  meal  plan  B,  a  student 
sacrifices  140  meals  in  the 
cafeteria.  For  an  additional  $25 
in  the  HUB  from  plan  B  to  C,  a 
student  sacrifices  30  meals.  From 
plan  C  to  D,  a  student  gives  up 
25  meals  for  $50.  The  maximum 
worth  of  a  ‘sacrificed  meal’  is 
$2,  and  at  worse  $0,357.  This  is 
not  considering  the  absorbed  cost 
that  food  services  experiences 
by  a  drop  in  students  coming  to 
meals  in  the  cafeteria  though  still 
putting  a  large  amount  of  food 
out.  Though  1  am  a  little  naive,  I 
seem  to  think  that  when  a  student 
reduces  his/her  meal  plan  to  fewer 
meals  in  the  cafeteria,  he/she 
should  get  the  worth  of  those 
‘sacrificed  meals’  in  the  HUB.
